All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

The examiner and the applicant discussed several outstanding concerns. First, Claim 49 is directed to 8 mers. The 
applicant indicated they did not believe that Brennan was art for the claims. The examiner indicated they should place 
their best arguments forward and the arguments would be fully considered. 

Claim 49 also has been proposed to claim SNPs with less than 25% frequency. The amendment was introduced to the 
claims to try and limit the claims to the mutant allele. 

Claim 100 is a kit comprising oligonucleotides which hybridize to SNP sites. A SNP site does not require the mutant 
allele, moreover, there is no length limitation for the oligonucleotides. The applicant wished to try to draft claims 
directed to probes which miminmally hybridzes to the target. The examiner indicated that this would read on a single 
nucleotide such as an "A" embedded within an larger sequence which would likely be anticipated or not described. 
More claim language was discussed, but no particular agreement was reached. 

The examiner also indicated that array claims which place a claimed oligonucleotide on a solid support is not 
patentably distinct from the oligonucleotides.
